The first Communist aircraft, a Dakota, landed at 
the field during the third week of May 1950, The field is two miles long 
and half a mils wide. 


' 2. The Chinese Communists, with Soviet aid, are also building a motor road 
from P'ull to the iintake Pass on the border of Hunza. The terrein, being 
fairly flat, offers few obstructions to such a road,

4. The fort at Pali is garrisoned by 100 local soldiers under the command 
of a Kirghiz Muslim. There are no Chinese or Soviet soldiers at the fort 
at present.**+ The Communist outposts on the borders of Hunza have only 
about 14 soldiers each.**** A new such post has been established in 
Oprang, which is on the way to Shimshal and the Kaskum valley in Hunza.
